1 . Receipt of the amendment filed 2/22/05 and 10/21/05 has been acknowledged 
and entered. The amendment dated 2/22/05 indicated that claims 1-3 have been 
canceled and new claims 4-8 have been added. Subsequently, the office sent out a 
non-responsive because the applicant fails to submit new claims 4-8 along with the 
amendment. In response, applicant submitted another amendment dated 10/21/05. 
This amendment does not have the new claims 4-8 as indicated by the previous 
amendment but a resubmit of the canceled claims 1-3. Clearly, the applicant is 
inexperience with the prosecution process and require some guidance. The examiner 
of record contacted the applicant on 1/5/06 to supposedly pointing out the error. 
Applicant has agreed to an examiner's amendment to introduce a proposed draft claims 
that was part of an office action dated 6/4/04. 

Examiner's Amendment

The application has been amended as follows: 
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(New) 4. A hub for a bicycle having a hub body, rim support, and an 
automatic fluid transmission; 

the transmission comprising: 

a. a cylindrical outer shell having a sprocket as a rotational power input means 
for said bicycle and having flanges for sealing, and having bearings slip fit within seats 
to support said transmission at each end of said cylindrical outer shell; 

b. a stator having means for varying drag as input power varies and further 
having means for regulating or dampening said drag variation; 

c. an inner shell having said stator a fixed centrally between said 
flanges of said outer shell and said stator, 

d. a sealing means for sealing the area between the stator, outer and 
inner shell, that once assemble will create a fluid chamber; 

e. a fluid filling means for filling the fluid in the fluid chamber, wherein said 
fluid chamber is filled with appropriate fluid having power transfer ability, 

f. said transmission operatively attached to a freewheel body via said hub body. 

(New) 5. A bicycle hub of claim 4, wherein said freewheel body is integrally 
form to said inner shell and attached to said hub body. 

(New) 6. A bicycle hub of claim 4, wherein said freewheel body is internal to 
said hub body and acting as outer shell so as to apply power using fluid to transfer 
power to said hub body. 
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(New) 7. A bicycle hub of claim 4, wherein the inner shell receives power 
input from said outer shell. 

(New) 8. A bicycle hub of claim 4, wherein the drag varying means for 
varying the drag. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. Claims 4-8 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches a bicycle 
hub with all the interconnecting/intricate working structure as claimed.
